Administrative officers of the post 
office .treasury and state depart­ 
ments and representatives of 
in ­ 
dependent 
federal 
establishments 
met With bureau officials for pre­ 
liminary studies of forthcoming ap­ 
propriations estimates. 
Submitted To President 
These estimates will be submitted 
to President Roosevelt who in turn 
will incorporate them in his annual 
budget message to congress in J a n ­ 
uary. 
Heads of other government agen­ 
cies will appear before the bureau 
during the next few weeks. 
By direction of 
the 
president, 
Daniel W. Bell, acting budget di­ 
rector. circularized every federal de­ 
partment head to slash expenditures 
wherever possible in preparing es­ 
timates for the 1939 fiscal period. 
Orders Reductions 
‘ Every possible effort should be 
made to bring the am ount of each 
item 
b e l o w 
the 
corresponding 
amount available for expenditures 
for the fiscal year 1938,” Bell's or­ 
der asserted. 
“Any increase in particular items 
considered absolutely essential in or- 


der to comply with the requirements 
of law should be offset by reduc­ 
tions in other items.” 
The economy objective for next 
year is in line with administration 
efforts to effect a 10 per cent sav­ 
ings in expenditures for the present 
fiscal year. 
Exclusive of debt retirem ent which 
amounts to about $400.000,000, the 
budget originally called for expendi­ 
tures of $7 324.000,000 
during 
the 
period between July 1 
and 
next 
June 30. 
If the present economy 
plan is successful these expenditures 
would be reduced by approximately 
$400,000.000. 
M atched against the original ex­ 
penditure estim ate are anticipated 
receipts of $6,906,000.000, leaving a 
deficit of $418.000,000. 
One-Tenth Less 
In ordering the 10 per cent slash 
in outlays, the president hoped a 
substantial deficit reduction could 
be effected during the current year. 
Budget officials reported that pre­ 
liminary 
figures 
showed 
several 
federal agencies such as the power 
commission and the securities ex­ 
change commission would be able to 
operate throughout the present fis­ 
cal year with one-tenth less money 
than was originally estimated. 
It was conceded, however, that in 
the case of many other bureaus and 
departm ents it would be impossible 
to save the entire ten per cent re­ 
serve.

To Collect Tax 
On Mellon Estate 


Prepares To Levy 10 Per Cent 
Tax On Huge Estate Of 
Late A. W. Mellon 


(International N ew s Service) 
PITTSBURGH, 
Sept. 
22. - T h e 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania to­ 
day prepared to levy a 10 per cent 
tax on the estate of the late Andrew 
W. Mellon, whose will was filed for 
probate Monday. The estate’s value 
is estimated at from $200.000,000 to 
$500,000.000 or more. 
In the will filed here Mellon’s 
Millions, 
with 
the 
exception 
of 
$180,000 for employes, were left to 
the A. W. Mellon educational and 
charitable trust. 
Attorney 
General 
Charles 
J. 
Margiotti pointed out. however, that 
the state tax law apparently made 
no distinction between inheritances 
and charities. It classes the Mellon 
bequests, he explained, as a “col­ 
lateral inheritance,” subject to a 
flat 10 per cent levy. 
Margiotti did not make his opin­ 
ion official, announcing he was not 
yet prepared for a legal decision. 
However, he added. “I personally 
can t see any way to exempt the 
Mellon estate under the law as now- 
writ ten.’’ 
W hen an estate is left to the next 
of kin. Pennsylvania levies a two 
per cent tax. When it is not. the 
levy is 10 per cent. The federal is 
considerably higher, but grants com­ 
plete exemption to charitable be­ 
quests. 
At Washington, treasury officials 
announced the Mellon trust would 
be closely scrutinized to make sure i 
the trust was a bona fide charitable !

A technicality was overruled to 
permit her to take her place as the 
youngest member of one of the n a ­ 
tion's m ajor symphonic orchestras,

Several m onths ago Betty Jane 
Atkinson was chosen by Dr, Klem ­ 
perer. leader of the Los Angeles 
symphony orchestra who is serv­ 
ing here as guest conductor, when 
she impressed him with her talent 
during an audition. 
W hen it came time, however, to 
sign a contract. Miss Atkinson was 
found to be technically ineligible, 
her union membership not becom­ 
ing final until December. This, it 
was pointed out, made it impossible 
for her to take her place among the 
violinists at the opening concert on 
October 21 under Dr. Klemperer's 
baton. 
Through use. however, of another 
technicality the young girl violinist 
was substituted for Gelia Gamba, 
Philadelphia violinist, who was u n ­ 
able to play in the opening concert 
because of a radio contract.
